Hie Sinews of Wax, 

Some one has remarked that "It's 
easy to be honest on ten thousand a 
year." It's easy to administer with a 
full ti'easury. But how to replenish 
the 'treasury — ah! there's the rub! 
TheMinistry found a full treasurj', a 
year ago, — overflowing with accumula- 
ted BUbsidios. While freely oxpeudiii},' 
revenue with the one hivnd, they as 
freely cut off its houi-cch witli the 
other. To sijoud freely and reduce 
taxation is popular; and thusMimsterH 
purchased a year's lease of oilice. A 
year, they thoupht, would Buflico; for 
did not the Suin'eme Court promise an 
asyhuu for (me ? And was not the 
County Courts l^ill to perform a simi- 
lar service for two? l^ut, then,' 'there's 
many a slip between the cup and the 
Hp," — and so these gentlemen must 
even meet Parliament with an empty 
treasury and a doi)loted revenue. To 
materially reduce Alining and Court 
l'\'os, and, with one fell swoop, to 
strike off the whole of the Road Tolls, 
an annual source of some fifty thousand 
dollars, was d<nibtlcss a holdand popu- 
lar measure. ]3ut in order to he eitlicr 
wise or just, it v/as essential that there 
should havo been a corrcspondiii;,' 
measure of x'etrGuchment in the public 
service, So far, however, from tliat, 
tliere was a material increase ! .\ candle 
li^-lited at both ends soon wastes away. 
The .Ministry f,'ot a little "cheap and 
nasty" popularity by repealini^ the 
Civii List Bill; but its repeal only left 
them freer to increase the people's 
burdens. They did make a show of 
abolishing offices; but a careful exami- 
nation into the facts show.s that for 
every otlice they cut off, throe were 
added, — a jjrocess of retrenchment 
forcibly reminding one of the old miu- 
strel's progress up stairs, — 

"SiK'li a (,'ctting up etairti I never lUil sec. 
Gointi up one etep und timibliuj; down three" 

The great question of the approach- 
ing session will undoubtedly be. 
Where is the reyenuo to come from ? 
TThere, indeed ? A glance at iigures 
but increases one's perplexity. Look- 
ing at the Estimates for the present 
year, it is found that the .Provincial 
Revenue proper only foots up ninety 
thousand live hundred dollars, while 
the expense of administering the affairs 
of the Province mounts up to within a 
trifle of 9200,000 ! ! Nor is it by 
any means certain that the estimated 
nin<>ty thousand will be roalizcil. In- 
deed, it is f[uite certain that such will 
not be the case; for, in scanning the 
itemH, we feel painfully assured that 
such soiu-ces of revenue as Mining 
Licences, Mining Eeceipts General, 
Fees of Office, Fees of Court and Licen- 
ces, will, from varioun causes, fall far 
short of realizing Minist(!rial expecta- 
tion , and these comprise almost tlic 
entire liasi-s of revenue. There is every 
probability, therefore, that the Legis- 
lature will not only hav& an einjity 
treasury, but a serious deficit staring 
them in the face! But wliat shall l)c 
done for next year '? '\\'henc(i shall 
the sinews of war for 1873 bo drawn 
Shall we be told that the Federal sub- 
sidies will meet the want ? Even now 
is officialdom gobbling up one moiety 
of that. Sliallthe other moiety also go 
into the official maw ? It is for the 
people to suppily the answer. For our 
own part, we believe that the Federal 
subsidies should be kept sacred and 
untouched for beneficial and reproduc- 
tive public works and s<u-vices, and 
that the exjiense of administering the 
afl'airs of tlic Province should not 'oc 
alloweil to rise above Provincial in- 
come 2)roper. If the one cannot be 
raised the other must be cut down; and 
the fact that the one could not bo 
raised might fairly be presumed 
to be ])rinui facie evidence that the 
other ought to be cut tlown,--that it 
was out of proportion to the necessities 
and capacity of the country. The 
priucij)le, therefore, that the expense 
of administering the affaire of the 
Province should never exceed tlio re- 
veniu> drawn from local soiu'ces is both 
Bound iind safe. 

Women in Agriculture- 

Wo are an earnest advocate of eve- 
orytliing which advanc' s the sphere of 
wiuuaii legitimately and honoralily. 
W'e l)(dieve in ev(-ry loi' :.;r, iiiM- im- 
ph'Hieiit tliat luak'S \\i iiii;ni 's \V(ii-k 
aljout the household less a tlrudge.aiul 
in her management of the easier oi)e- 
rationa of the farm where taste, neat- 
noHS and skill are of more \alue tlien 
great pliysical stnMijjtli. A\'e never 
knew a truly successful man v,ho did 
not hav(! a good wife. Tlie day has 
pa.y.-jed when it can be thought by any 
sane man that women havo not lirains 
enough for anything but the drudgery 
of hand-sewing and wasliing clotlies; 
sueli i(h'as heloii;,'' not to tlie jiresent 
but to tli(! l)arl)aiic age. Hence it is 
with ])leasure that we noteinflie fortli- 
ccuaing rejjort of Ceneral ^Vatts, Com- 
missioner of Agriculture, that a paper 
is devoted to the "Industrial Education 
of "Women," which discusses tlie jiro- 
gresH boin;,' made in tlu! jiractical .edu- 
cation of women. Many instance" are 
given of file ,;iici'('ss of women ill tho 
rearing of bees and tho production of 
honey, in the management of tho dairy, 
and often in tho entire conduct and 
control of the faim. — "N. Y. World.

It is oiii'o inoro our punihil duty to 
olirouiolo thi^ deatk of n. proiiiincut citi- 
zen, t'liiitaiii .Tdhn Swiiuson, so well 
known nniL hcj iimoli tlionRlit of by overy- 
ono ■vvlio know ]ii 111, hns gono to his long 
homo. A wft'k ngo to-diky ho was !it his 
post as usual tmd took thu stcrtinor Entnr- 
prise up to New Westmiu.ster, rotniiiinj,' 
■witli her on Wednesdny. On Thursday 
last a rcncwftl of his foriuor illness camo 
on iindthLMloctoi-,^ wore of opinion thiit 
tho attack would prove fatal. On Friday 
evening lie -s\-iis not e.\])pc'tod to lust tho 
night out, hut not till yostordiiy inorniug 
at 1:30 o'clock did he succuml. Captain 
Swansou (who was aged about 45) was a 
native of Bupeit's Laud. He joined tho 
Hudson Bay Co. "a service at tho ngp of M 
and two yoar.snftor oamo out as appren- 
tice in tho H.lJ.Co.'s ship Cadboro. Ho 
Dssistod in clearing away the brush on 
tho ground whoro Victoria now stiinds to 
build the old Hudson Bay Compauy's 
fort and stooKado, He aubseqnont ly eoui ■ 
manded other'bf tHe Company'!? vcsscIb, 
notably the steamships Lnbouohero and 
Otter, and succcQilod tho lato Captain 
Moiiat in command of tho Enterprise in 
18G6. In him the Companv luivo lost nn 
honest and faithful servant and ono whom 
they will not easily replace. Had ho 
been as good , to himself as to his employ- 
ers it is mors, than likely that it would 
not nowg bo our painful duty to record 
his death, aud that lie would have lioen 
in very good cirounistancos. lint such 
was hi;? nature th.it instead of considering 
his own good ho always studied tho hap- 
piness and comfort of 'tho.so around liim 
at his own expense. The dags at the 
G-overnmonfc Buildings, City Council 
Chambers and those of many citizens were 
flying at half-mast yesterday out nf re- 
spect to his memory.
